| ted, pursued by the dragoons. During this flight, 
jseveral shots were tired by both parties. A cor- 
pporal of dragoons was shot dead, and several oth- 
ers wounded. ‘Iwo wounded and ove unwounded 
Circassians were alsa taken prisoners, and the 
bodies of two dead were brought in to Jneraclaw im 
the allernoon. ‘The remainder fled inte two hou- 
|ses on the road-side, about two thousand yards 
from Inowraclaw. Here they barricaded uem- 
selves, and were formally surrounded. One house 
Was seton fire, but the daring men fled into the 
other. Infantry was then ordered up from another 
neighboring village ; 40 mon arrived and opened a 
fire upon the second house with rockets. It soon 
j caught. Four of its courageous tenants rushed 
out of the door, firing their rifles, but were neeeiv~ 
jed with a shower of balls, whieh put an end to one, 
and wounded the other three; the filth was burned 
|to death in the house. An infantry private fell a 
|vietinito thei rifles during the time they ocenpied 
ithe second house. In this affair three Ciscassians 
were killed, and five dangerously weunded ; three 
of the latter cannot survive their wounds, so that 
}ouly four will be delivered up to Russia. Two ot 
the soldiers were killed, and four wounded.
